DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest, in addition to the 
accompanying features of the claims, the application of a constant false alarm rate (CFAR) with 
noise estimation in conjunction with a mass spectrometer, wherein the CFAR is used to 
determine noise included in mass spectral data and then compare the outputted peaks with known 
peaks of known threats and providing notification if a known threat is present. Claims 2-1 1 are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
